The Atlanta Waterworks is unique among other similar 
installations of the Nation because the local facility is a 
“veritable Santa Claus to the city.”

“T find that other water systems

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Should We Rearm 


There are strong arguments for rearm- 
ing Western Germany against Russian ag- 
gression as advocated by Sen. Walter 
George. 

There also are strong arguments on the 
other side. 

Rearmament of the Western sector of 
Germany has been suggested in various 
quarters and military men, for the most 
part, think highly of the plan. For one 
thing, they estimate the minimum combat 
strength heeded to protect Western Europe 
from being overrun by Russia, if and when 
she should march westward, at 30 to 35 
divisions. The most Western Europe can 
muster within the next two years will be 
17 to 23 divisions. Most likely it will be 
nearer the smaller number. 

The Germans themselves are said to be 
getting restless. They saw during the 
weekend Communist demonstration the 
discinlined troops Russia has created in 
the East Zone. In case of war they would 
be caught, defenseless, in the middle. 

But there remains much doubt in this 
country and in France and Britain, par- 
ticularly France, as to the desirability of 
creating another military force that twice 
in the past half century has brought such 
world turmoil. France has suffered from 
German invasion three times within the 
memory of some of her people. They are 
unwilling to take a fourth chance. 

Another fact stands out. If an army is 
created in Western Germany it will be up 
to this country to furnish the supplies and 
the munitions. Many of our most respon- 
sible people fear we would be building a 
force that some day might strike at us 
again. During the last war it was our cry 
that Germany never again would be al- 


Unemployment 
And Worker Productivity 


Unemployment now is on the decrease. 
More jobs are opening up and prospects 
are, according to the Labor Department 
and the Commerce Department, that trend 
will continue in the months ahead. 

But the long-range problem of unem- 
ployment is occupying thoughtful con- 
sideration of labor, business and govern- 
ment leaders. Upwards of a million new 
jobs a year must be created if unemploy- 
ment is not to grow. It is, in essence, a 
problem of expanding the economy such 
as advocated by President Truman, so that 
there will be more jobs, more production 
and more wealth. 

We have been struck, in this connec- 
tion, by some of the utterances of Philip 
Murray, head of the CIO. Mr. Murray is 
fearful, too. Perhaps it is fear which leads 
him to advocate a work week of only 35 
hours; doubtless fear has much to do with 
his recent speech blaming increased use 
of modern machinery for a great portion 
of present unemployment. 

New, more efficient machinery does 
not create over-all unemployment. On the 
contrary, it makes more jobs. It also in- 
creases production. The new General 
Motors contract with the UAW-CIO pro- 
vides for a four-cent-an-hour annual wage 
increase based solely on greater efficiency 
achieved from technological improve- 
ments. GM employees benefit directly 
from new machines and the fact that 
Walter Reuther and the UAW agreed 
to a clause whereby there will be no 
Union resistance to new machines is an 
indication of enlightened labor leadership. 
It is, in fact, an attitude which could be 
examined with profit by a great many 
other unions, including, for instance, the 
railway firemen’s union which recently 
struck unsuccessfully to force hiring an 
unneeded man aboard diesel locomotives. 

Production accounts for America’s 
wealth. The basic philosophy behind the 
country’s industrial system is more goods 
at less cost sold to an ever-expanding 
market. 

The wage earner’s compensation is de- 
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lowed to rise as a military power. Are 
circumstances now such as to void that 
promise? Is there any guarantee that the 
Germans always would be on our side? 

There is validity, too, to the claim that 
the Germans—the rank and file—are sick 
of war and that should war come theirs 
might be an ineffective force, perhaps even 
a liability to the West. 

It is apparent to military strategists 
that if Russia should invade democratic 
Europe it will be through Germany. That 
is the logical way and the only way which 
does not offer great natural advantages to 
the defenders. Germany, then, will be- 
come involved. There has, however, been 
some tendency among West German lead- 
ers to play the West against the East. 
Whether such opportunism would grow 
and flower in conflict is one of those im- 
ponderables that cannot be answered at 
this time. But it is something that must 
be considered. 

There is, as we said, much logic to sup- 
port Sen. George’s position. There is also 
logic in the argument of Sen. Taft, who 
opposes rearmament. 

In fact, the disagreement between these 
Senators, both of great stature and unas- 
sailable integrity, is an indication of the 
grave importance of the question of re- 
arming Germany. It is a problem that 
cannot be solved in a day or a week. It 
requires careful thought and painstaking 
analysis of every single one of a multi- 
tude of baffling and complex questions. 
Let the best minds of the country, like 
those of Sen. George and Sen. Taft, to- 
gether with military leaders and State De- 
partment policy makers, air the question 
thoroughly before any decision is made.

These are important points that most 
labor leaders and many government of- 
ficials overlook in analyzing employment 
trends. Labor leaders can help assure con- 
tinued expansion of the economy by en- 
couraging workers to increase produc- 
tivity. More pay for less production may 
be an attractive theme. It helps get labor 
leaders re-elected. But it does not con- 
tribute to increasing the wealth of the 
country, which is a necessary prerequisite 
to increasing the real compensation 
workmen receive.

What the Public Isn’t Told 


WASHING TON—There is good reason to believe that the Amer- 
ican people are not being told what they have every right to know. 
No one suggests that technical secrets should be broadcast to the 
world. But in a democracy, great issues of national policy can- 
not be settled behind locked doors. There must be public debate 
on the answers to such vitally important questions as these: 


Has it been decided not to engage in an all-out effort to make 
the hydrogen bomb? 


Has it been decided virtually to abandon the effort to find ways 
of using atomic energy as a great new source of industrial power? 


Has it been decided to abandon as impractical any serious at- 
tempt to organize an effective civil defense against atomic bom- 
bardment in time of war? 


Because of the thick shroud of secrecy in which such matters 
are enveloped, it is impossible now to answer any of these ques- 
tioris positively. But certainly there are reasons for believing that 


the answer to all three questions is “yes.” 

Doubts The fact, recently reported in this space, that there 
are technical grounds for doubting that the hydrogen 

bomb is a good military investment has now been widely con- 

firmed, especially in a remarkable article in the Scientific Ameri- 

can, by Dr. Robert Bacher, physicist and former member of the 

Atomic Energy Commission. 


Briefly, there are reasons for believing that the hydrogen bomb, 
if it can be made at all, will yield a much smaller comparative 
return in terms of area destroyed than the number of atom bombs 
What is 
more important, hydrogen bombs require the same facilities, and 
the same uranium raw material, as atom bombs. Thus, to make 
hydrogen bombs and at the same time avoid a sharp cutback in 
atom bomb production, it might be necessary to build a counter- 
part of the billion-dollar Hanford reactor plant. It might even be 
necessary to build a counterpart of the Northwest Hydroelectric 
Power system which feeds the Hanford plant. 


No such investment is apparently even remotely contemplated. 
Moreover, the great scientists whose hideous magic brought forth 
the atom bomb are not working on the desperately difficult prob- 
lem of making hydrogen bombs. This and other evidence clearly 
suggests that the United States is not now engaged in an all-out 
effort to produce the terrible new weapon. 


oF a ° For the reasons given above, this decision, if it 
Justification has in fact been made, may be justified. But 
there is no justification for bamboozling the American people 
where such a life-and-death issue is concerned. Moreover, in a 
democracy a small group of officials simply cannot secretly assume 
responsibility for the appalling risk that the Soviets might perfect 
a weapon of total destruction before the United States. 


The question of finding ways to use atomic energy as a source 
of industrial power may seem less dramatic. But it is in fact an 
issue of absolutely central importance. Consider a recent statement 
by former Atomic Energy Chairman David Lilienthal. 


Only last March, Lilienthal said: “We must recognize as soon as 
possible the importance of the development of atomic energy as a 
new and vital branch of our industrial technology. ... We must 
get away from our dependence on coal and should begin to throw 
the energies of the country into the development of nuclear energy 


on a large scale.” 


Lilienthal should know what he is talking about. And what Lil- 
lienthal was talking about was a new source of industrial power 
which could transform the economy of this country. 


AT:i: Yet a few weeks after Lilienthal spoke, in a littie- 
Military noted move, the Atomic Energy Commission aban- 
doned its most important industrial power project, announcing 
that work would go forward instead on an atomic power plant for 
submarines. Since then Acting Chairman Sumner Pike and other 
AEC officials, flatly contradicting Lilienthal, have publicly voiced 
great skepticism about the practical possibilities of using atomic 
power for industrial purposes. 


On the basis of such evidence, knowledgeable observers strongly 
suspect that the AEC is now concentrating virtually all its resources 
on straight military objectives. In view of the world situation, 
this might be a wise decision. But again the dangers are obvious. 
Assume that Lilienthal is right and nuclear energy is a great new 
potential source of power. Assume that the Soviet Union success- 
fully develops this power source, while the United States negiects 
it. This alone could decisively alter the whole world power bal- 
ance in the Soviet Union’s favor. 


The third and equally vital issue af civil defense must be left 
to a later report. Meanwhile, it is worth pondering the words of 
the brilliant physicist, Dr. Robert Oppenheimer: “It is a grave dan- 
ger that these decisions are being taken in the basis of facts held 
secret. . . . Wisdom itself cannot flourish, and even truth cannot 
be established, without the give and take of criticism and debate.”

Union Pay 


Editor Constitution: This question about 
whether the average full-time transit operator 
gets $315 a month is getting kicked around a lot, 
and I’d like to get in my nickel’s worth. 


My barber says he knows the $315 figure set 
forth by the Power Company is incorrect be- 
cause (1) “the Union says the figure is $298.35,” 
and (2) “I know several operators and they don’t 
get anything like $315.” 

The Power Company doesn’t say any opera- 
tor gets $315 a month for a 40-hour week. The 
Company says, “A regular, full-time bus opera- 
tor earns an average of $315 a month.” 

Now, let’s look at the Union statement. 

In a union handout ‘entitled, “Read the 
Facts,” this statement appears under the head- 
ing, “Bus Drivers’ Pay”: “We work six days a 
week—eight hours, 30 minutes per day over 13 
hours’ spread—regular drivers ... $298.35 per 
month.” 

The eight hours a day. is the guaranteed 
minimum working time, and the 30 minutes is 
the time paid for “turning in.” 

A fact, not mentioned by the union in con- 
nection with its figure of $298.35, is that the 
average full-time operator actually works 
slightly more than eight hours (plus the 30-min- 
ute “turn-in” time) which brings his earnings 
up to $315 a month. ; 

With straight-time pay at the rate of $1.35 
an hour and overtime pay at the rate of $2.02% 
an hour, the average full-time operator actually 
brings his monthly earnings up to $315 by turn- 
ing in less than two hours’ overtime a week— 
or less than an average of 15 minutes’ overtime 
a day. 

If there is’ still Some doubt about the accu- 
racy of the Power Company’s statement, I would 
suggest the figures be submitted for verifica- 
tion or disproval to that well-informed and im- 
partial State agency, the Georgia Public Service 
Commission, which is not answerable either to 
the Georgia Power Company or The Atlanta 
Constitution. GEORGE KEELER.

Holding Out for a Million 


WASHINGTON—What I’ve got in my hair now is real estate agents. All offer- 
ing to sell my house in the country for about twice what I paid for it. This is 
what the—haw—economists call inflation. So I am holding out for $1,000,000; say 
$500,000 down in cash and I'll take over a $500,000 first mortgage. If this sounds 
absurd, it is no more so than the prognostications now being bandied around 
by the experts. Some of ’em claim prices are going to soar to unheard-of levels. 


Some others, including President Truman’s boys, insist price tags will be marked up a little, but only a 
little. A few die-hards, led by Montgomery Ward's Sewell Avery, still believe a crash is around the 


corner. 


All I know is that most of these babies 
have been proven consistently wrong ever 
since the end of the war.

Well do I remember last Winter Charlie

inching up; bacon doesn’t come in jewel boxes 
yet, but I wouldn't be surprised. 

The specialists in housing were telling other 
Congressmen at about the same time that the 
cost of a place to live was on a gentle skid. This 
Summer, they said, would provide a good house 
at a reasonable price. 

So everything that goes into a home, from 
lumber to doorknobs to sewer pipe, has been 
going up. Builders all over the country either 
are raising the prices of finished houses, or 
thinking about it. Building supplies are scarce 
and black markets are springing up again. 


Othman’s run-down acres, hence, are worth 
far more than they were last year. And having 
read carefully the word of all the economists, 
I am hanging on to them. Next year they may 
be worth double again, or nothing much, but 
they'll still grow strawberries and sweet corn.

How Real Is the ‘War’ on Crime? 


About three years ago, as a sequel to some research into the characters and 
social activities of Leo Durocher, Frank Sinatra and George Raft, the clients of 
these meditations were informed that a crook known by the alias of Allen Smiley 
had entered the United States from his native Russia by fraudulent process and 


that he had a criminal record and was deportable. 


The leisurely mills of the De- 


partment of Justice presently began to grind. At this date, nevertheless, this char- 

actor is still among us, living luxuriousiy without stooping to vulgar toil. 
The latest action of the Federal Courts was a decision of the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
upholding a decision of the District Court finding Smiley guilty of falsely claiming American citizen- 


ship. He had been sentenced to a year in jail 
and fined $1,000. Two other similar charges 
were reversed on technical grounds. Smiley has 
appealed for a rehearing by the Circuit Court 
and if this is denied he doubtless will carry his 
plea for justice to the Supreme Court. 


In the meantime, a deportation order con- 
tinues in abeyance and Aaron Smickoff, or 
Smechoff, which are phonetic approxima- 
tions of Smiley's real name, spends much of 
his time around the Flamingo, the luxurious 
hotel and gambling joint at Las Vegas, Nev., 
which was run by his friend, Buggsy Siegel, 
just after the war when material was vers 
scarce and supposed to be mostly for homes 
for veterans. 


Buggsy was murdered by a rifle bullet fired 
through the window of his girl's home in Bev- 
erly Hills, Cal., and speculation as to the iden- 
tity of the killer and his reason for this cruel 
and underhanded act has become a standard Sun- 
day feature which doubtless means that the 
evidence was so thoroughly balled up that there 
is no chance of convicting anyone ever. 

Smiley is a conman,- thug and all-around 
hoodlum and the long delay in deporting him 
or putting him permanently under glass, in case 
the Russians should refuse to receive him, is a 
commentary on the pious alarm of President 
Truman and Howard McGrath, the Attorney 
General, over the current rhythmic repetition 
of our crime wave. The proposed senatorial 
inquiry into this state of affairs will amount 
to nothing, of course, because the hottest trails 
would lead into Kansas City and embarrass 
Mr. Truman, and into the Department of Jus- 
tice, ang embarrass Mr. McGrath as well as Mr. 
T. If this latter trail were pursued diligently 
enough it would turn up evidence that the Gov- 
ernment did not put forth its best efforts in 
several great mockeries whereby some of the 
biggest unions in the Democratic constituency 
got the best of it in court, and other cases against 
plain crooks were abandoned. 

No Democrat deserving of the name is going 
to do that, but just the same intentional failure 
to prosecute criminals with the utmost vigor is 
of itself a crime and there is no possible doubt 
that persons in the Department of Justice have 
been guilty of felonies in this regard for which 


they should be sent to prison. 

I am in no position to say whether the failure 
to wind up Smiley, notorious as he is, is an in- 
stance of this sort of thing, but I do call atten- 
tion to this failure as an example of the type of 
law-enforcement that we have been getting 
from the D. of J. under the Roosevelt-Truman 
reign. The Department was investigated only 
once that I know of, this being the administration 
of old Harry Daugherty, who was Attorney Gen- 
eral under President Harding, but the manage- 
ment has been so much worse since 1933 that 
it could very well stand another delousing. The 
corruption of the Department. of Justice of itself 
would be an important phase of this crime wave 
which thus far has been a party for Frank Cos- 
tello and Frank Erickson, the horse-room and 
slot magnates. 


Smiley, to get back te him, is one mem- 
ber of the Hollywood-Los Angeles under- 
world who can be taken.

In 1948 the polls told us that Dewey was Joe Louis, at Joe's best, 
fighting a palsied coat-rack. So little old Harry, the set-up, crashed 
through to the consternation of even himself. Me, I’ve believed 
anything since, including Mr. De Courcy’s “Intelligence Digest.” 


. People get killed digging up his news flashes, 
Intelligence? De Courcy reports from London. His latest 
stuff, including the tip-off on the explosion of the allegedly more 
potent Russian A-bdmb, caused the death of three leg-men. How 
they get the stuff, and get it out, is De Courcy’s secret. His de- 
scription of these activities is in the best cloak-and-dagger manner: 

“During the past few days,” he writes, “one of our most ca- 
pable observers, who has worked for us for the past ‘1l years and 
who has a brilliant record of accuracy, has returned from certain 
parts of the world where key informants are located. 

“After personally receiving reports from these people and* mak- 
ing a careful assessment of the evidence they have collected, he 
is convinced that Russia has indeed made an amazing new series 
of active experiments in her atomic industry, far exceeding any- 
thing so far announced by Mr. Truman. 

“The reports reaching us persist that Russia has exploded some 
kind of bomb very many times more powerful than the tvpe of 
atomic bomb used by the Western powers.” 

As for the airborne strike against the oil life-lines, De Courcy 
Says: 

“Our informants tell us, from reports gained in Russia itself, 
that the Soviet Union ... is preparing an immense airborne force 
in the East Caspian area, behind the Russo-Afghan border. This 
immense force is to be prepared, if or when the time comes, to at- 
tempt completely to outflank such defensive positions as exist in 
Turkey and Iraq. 

“Our reports indicate that Russia believes—and we rather think 
she is right—that by 1952 she will be in a position to strike with 
great power if necessary.” 

If the reader begins to wonder to himself, over all these revela- 
tions, and mutter, “Hey, wait a minute, this might be Russian 
propaganda to make us back down on some position,” he is here- 
with given permission to do so.

It was said that one could stand in the lobby and meet all 
Georgia. But this was before the auditing supplanted the inn- 
keeping. 

Installation of the benches along Peachtree will bring 'n a new 
renaissance, possibly; certainly they are a move in the direction of 
cordiality, hospitality, friendliness. Georgian will ‘meet Georgian, 
compare crops, settle the weather problems and discuss sermons 
of the new preacher. It will be like old times.

Is the Slingshot Coming Back? 


While we are on the subject of air rifles and other allegedly lethal weapons 
that kids amuse themselves with, I want to discuss briefly that sidearm of my 
boyhood, the slingshot, also known as the flip. It seems to me that small boys do 


not make and carry slingshots tn these times like they used to do. 


I don't know 


why. Maybe it is because they have all gone head-over-heels for this Hopalong

Cassidy business of carrying an imitation of the old frontier six-shooter. 
am at it, I want to utter one loud squall of protest against these fancied-up cap pis- 


tols. They cost too much and they break like glass. Your young ’un comes in squalling, holding a lot 
of ersatz metal in his hand and you cannot quiet him down until you promise to buy him another 


pistol. So you go down to buy him another 
pistol and it costs about $3 and it looks like 
something Buffalo Bill might have carried in a 
‘Wild West show. And the first time he drops it 
on a concrete sidewalk it shatters all to pieces. 

Those fancy gun belts that you pay such a 
high price for are no good either. They are 
made of some sort of thin imitation leather, 
all dressed up with phony rubies and diamonds, 
and in about two hours all the “jewelry” on them 
has fallen off and every brad has pulled out and 
they have come apart and you try to sew them 
back together again and the threads pull right 
out through the leather, and there’s another three 
bucks or so shot. 


I have finally put my foot down and an- 
nounced that when the guns and gun-belits 
they now have have busted, they get no 
more. I am not going to squander a for- 
tune on phony Western gear. In my day and 
time a cap pistol was a cap pistol and it cost 
a quarter. It didn't have to have steerheads 
on the handle made out of carved plastic. 
It didn’t have to be a revolver with double 
action and a cartridge cylinder that turned. 
It was just something you got for Christmas 
to make a noise with and you shot up about 
two rolls of caps with it and then you for- 
got about it. You didn’t have to have a 
fancy holster belt to carry it in, and you 
didn’t. tote it everywhere you went. 


The only weapon you carried all the time 
was the slingshot, and the slingshot amounted 
to something. You could knock a sparrow off 
a telephone wire with a slingshot. You could 


keep a tin can rolling down the road with it, 


or knock a bottle off a fence post first crack. 
You never doubted the Bible story about David 
and Goliath, even if David did use a different 
type of sling. If you had been there you would 
have popped him, too. — 

There were a couple of types of slingshots, 
as I remember them. There was the simplest 
kind, suitable for shooting paper wads in school, 
if you were the type who shot paper wads in 
school. It was simply four thin rubber bands 
looped together two on a side, attached to a 
small soft-leather pocket. You slipped the ends 
of the bands over your first two fingers and 
shot through your forked: fingers. Any kid 
could make one of these in two minutes and 
when loaded with, bird shot they were handy for 
stinging people on the seat of the pants when 
they bent over. The big slingshot was different.

You had more sense than to shoot at anybody 
with it, for it was.too powerful. It took care- 
ful construction. First, you had to get a pair 
of fine resilient rubber bands, cut from old in- 
ner tubes. Red rubber tubes were the best, be- 
cause they had more snap to them. (A year or 
sO ago, in a moment of nostalgia, I tried to make 
a slingshot out of a synthetic inner tube. It 
would not throw a rock 10 feet, and I have had 
no confidence in synthetic rubber since. It may 
make good tires and tubes, but it is no good for 
slingshots.) Once you had the rubber bands of 
the proper length you searched around in the 
closet until you found a pair of old shoes. Then 
you cut the tongue out of one of these shoes to 
make the pouch that held the rock. Shoe tongues 
out of brown shoes were best. Black shoe tongues 
were never much good. They were stiff, and 
would tear. Something in the dye weakened 
the leather, probably. Then you went to the 
woods and found you a dogwod tree. Of all 
trees, the dogwood made the best slingshot forks, 
or flipstaffs, as we called them, for the dogwood 
made a natural fork, even better than privet 
hedge. Then you peeled the wood and let it 
dry, and notched the top of each fork and looped 
the ends of the rubber bands over and tied them 
tightly with string and you had you a weapon 
that was worth something. It slipped snugly in 
your hip pocket when not in use and it would 
last for years. 


In fact, I'll bet that in Georgia today, laid 
away with the locks of hair and the baby 
shoes and the Cradle Roll certificates and 
the other things that mothers save, you could 
find a thousand slingshots, made by small 
boys long ago. They were a part of boy- 
hood, and I am a little sorry that they are 
seen no more. 


There is evidence, though, that they may be 
coming back. You can go to the hardware 
store and buy one, for a dollar, complete with 
a little sack full of lead pellets. The rubber 
has the same good rubbery smell that the old 
inner tube rubber used to have, and when you 
pull it back all the way to your ear, it pulls hard 
and you can hear the rubber hum. The forks 
are perfect, of course, being cut from a solid 
piece of wood by machine. But somehow, I don’t 
know. ... If I knew where there was a good 
red inner tube, and a dogwood tree of the proper 
size, and an old shoe with a stout and flexible 
tongue. ..-. 


An Embarrassing Spot for Truman 


_ WASHINGTON—lIt is hard to conceive a more comprehensive political embarrassment than con- 
fronts President Truman and the House Democratic leadership because of the death of Rep. John Le- 
sinski and the consequent eligibility of Rep. Graham Barden for chairmanship of the Committee on 


Education and Labor. 


Wrapped up in that committee are three of the most ticklish issues of the 


present congressional campaign—Taft-Hartley, Fair Employment Practices and Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation—and on all of them Lesinski was the leader for and Barden against the Truman Adminis- 


tration position. 

Barden, hailing from North Carolina, is with 
all respects a typical Southern Dixiecrat—mean- 
ing that he has voted consistently with the most 
reactionary wing of Republicans. 


In light of this record it is difficult to see 
see how President Truman and his support- 
ers in the House can fail to do everything in 
their power to prevent Rep. Barden from 
becoming Chairman of the Committee on 
Education and Labor. 


But there are other vote-getting considera- 
tions pressing heavily in favor of Administra- 
tion acceptance of Rep. Barden. 

Immediately at stake is the senatorial seat of 


Frank Graham, of North Carolina, President 
Truman’s most faithful Southern supporter since 
Sen. Claude Pepper, of Florida, was knocked off. 

Should President Truman oppose giving Rep. 
Barden the Education-Labor Chairmanship, 
thereby challenging for the first time the right 
of Southern Democrats to committee preference 
regardless of how they vote, one effect almost 
certainly would be the defeat of Sen. Graham in 
the runoff primary one June 24. 

Rep. Barden’s threatened rise to chairmanship 
of the Education and Labor Committee raises 
squarely the question as to whether President 
Truman is going to go to bat against Southern 
Democratic opposition, or supinely bow to it for 
the remainder of his term.

There should be some — 
check against strikes that para- 
lyze every-day living, endan- | 
ger the health of the people and | 
stifle business which has no in- | 
terest in the issues at stake. |

An Heirloom Kecipe

Today’s Specialty: How to fry 
chicken to perfection and Angel 
Strawberry Icing. 


It is with a great deal of hesi- 
tancy that I write about how to 
fry chicken to perfection in a 
land traditionally noted for that 
dish. It so happens, however, 


that fried chicken from Midwest 
kitchens is a delectable special- 
ty, too. Whether you want to 
change your method or not de- 
pends upon your tastes. 

Many deep-south folks who 
have eaten fried chicken at our 
our house have approved the 
results. I am partial to this 
method of cooking because it 
eliminates last-minute confusion 
and the necessity to be in the 
kitchen when guests are in the 
living room. 


HOW TO FRY CHICKEN 
TO PERFECTION 


Disjoint frying chicken (2 to 
24% pounds). Coat with heavily 
salted flour to which 1 teaspoon 
paprika has been added. (This 
helps to give chicken a golden 
red crust). Heat oil or shorten- 
ing in a heavy skillet. I like it 
about one-half inch deep. Put in 
meaty pieces first and fry, not 
too fast, until well browned on 
all sides. To avoid spattering 
of hot fat, keep skillet covered 


with two thicknesses of paper 
toweling. This is a wonderful 
help. It lets the chicken brown 
nicely without steaming, yet 
protects you and the kitchen 
from spatters. Try it, please (of 


course you'll be careful not to 
let the paper catch fire.) Kitch- 
en tongs are most convenient 
for handling and turning the 
chicken. 


As pieces are browned, trans- 
fer them to a shallow easserole. 
When finished, dot generously 
with butter. I like to do this, 
rather than to use part butter 
in frying. Cover, and put into a 
moderate oven (325 degrees) to 
finish cooking and to keep hot. 
Make gravy in skillet and pour 
it into a double boiler to keep 
hot. That way, you can have 
everything ready in advance and 


the kitchen all “neated up” be- | 


fore guests arrive. This is espe- 


cially important if you do not | 


have help in the kitchen. 

Angel strawberry icing is .a 
Springtime favorite recipe of 
mine. If I have time I bake my 
own angel food cake, if not I 
buy a top quality one from the 
baker and generously spread it 
with this luscious icing. You'd 
be surprised what a fancy des- 
sert it is and with so little work. 
That’s my specialty for I refuse 
to be a kitchen slave!

GLASS OF FASHION 
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Anything Goes This Y ear 
Provided. It’s Lace

Anything goes this Summer, fashionably speaking... 


provided it’s lace. 


It can be hats, gloves, shoes, handbags, coats and, of 


course, dresses and lingerie. 


This is not to say that your “safest” choice in wearing 
apparel for Summer is lace. On the contrary, if you choose 
it, we would naturally assume that safety isn't necessarily 


your motive. After all... ! 


However, now that we understand each other, let's get down to 
a brief consideration of some of the various types of laces with 
which you will become familiar, and from which you will perhaps 
choose a part of your Summer wardrobe. 

The three most distinctive types now being used are Venice, 
Alencon and Chantilly. Venice has a crisp, raised surface with a 


closely spaced pattern. 


Alencon is sheerer, with an almost flat sur- 


face, except for a thin spiraling of cord, loosely outlining the pat- 


tern. 


The sheerest and, consequently, the most revealing of the 


three is Chantilly, a soft, clinging form of dynamite, rarely, if ever, 
worn before dark, heretofore, but now being carefully handled in a 


small group of daytime dresses. 

These are all imported laces, 
and, as you will imagine, rather 
expensive. 

Less expensive, of course, and 
for most purposes just as ade- 
quate, there are the domestic 
brands which are known &s Ven- 
ice-type, Alencon-type and Chan- 
tilly-type. With them you get the 
same generaleffectthat you do 
from the originals. Cotton, silk, 
nylon and linen are the bases 
of most laces today. 

Some lace, you will find, has 
got quite a crust. This comes 
from a new practice known as 
re-embroidery. The designs of 
the lace have been re-embroi- 
dered, by hand, they tell us, to 
achieve thickly crusted surface, 
that rather resembles the deco- 
ration on a wedding cake. 

Now that we have become big 
dealers in lace, there are other 
things you should also know 
about it. Frankly, such as when 
and where to wear it. 


Lace is not the casual sort of 


thing you slip into for a trip 


downtown or to serve your week- 
ly stint in the after-school driv- 
ing group. Even when the de- 
sign for the dress is restrained, 
it automatically becomes 
“dressy” if it's made of lace.

CHICAGO—(AP)—A University of Illinois Medical School 
professor said yesterday a study shows that antihistamanic drugs 
are no more effective agamst colds than a harmless sugar tablet. 

Dr. Noah D. Fabricant, clinical assistant professor, contended 
ee not due to allergy as some claim. He 
added, “The claims made in behalf of antihistaminic drugs as 
the effective common cold cure are both extravagant and grossly 
exakgerated.” 

He stated in a report that “medical authorities agree that 
no substance or combination of substances—and this includes 
the antihistaminic drugs—can be relied upon to prevent or cure 
the common cold.” 

Dr. Fabricant said his studies showed that the drugs “do not 
abort, shorten or stop the common cold.”
